GENERAL MANAGERS REPORT 


The initiatives put in place at our Council of clubs Meeting on November 12th demonstrated the clubs and affiliates 
understanding of the changes required to make the sport both attractive and acceptable to the South Australian Public. 


The board has worked tirelessly over the past twelve months, administering the game and the federation affairs. It has always 
been prepared to listen to Clubs and individuals who have had something to offer the game. 


The appointment of Commissioners at the Annual General meeting has been the singularly mostimportant decision facing clubs, 
as those people who have been appointed as Commissioners will shape the future direction the game takes. 


Asin any sport, its future lies with the development and coaching of its Juniors. To that end, the Federation is well served by our 
Coaching Director Carlos Buzzetti, who, with his team of coaches and players, has "Spread the Gospel" to all parts of the State. 
Plans are already in place to further this area of the game through the Federation in utilizing qualified people, including the high 
profile National League players, in coaching clinics with Juniors both during school times and the development of Soccer Schools 
during the school holidays. 


One example of this, is the introduction of the Vacation School Clinics which have been an unqualified success. 


Foundation S.A., nowinto their third and final year of our existing Sponsorship agreement, have been a marvellous Major Sponsor 
to the Federation. Their support of the game at all levels is greatly appreciated. We look forward to renewing our agreement with 
the foundation for a further three year term in June. 


We must pay tribute to all our sponsors for their support of the game and this Federation. We are certainly very fortunate to have 
so many organisations support our game. 


The efficiency of the Federation office shall improve enormously with the introduction of computer facilities. We have reported 
for some years now the need to fully computerize and | am pleased to report that the hardware and software has all been installed 
and the computer system is up and running. | must mention our thanks to LASER COMPUTERS for their generous sponsorship 
of the required hardware. 


In another sponsorship initiative, with MITA AUSTRALIA, each club has been provided with a FAX machine. This will enormously 
improve communication between our clubs and Federation Office. 


The Chairman, in his message, had detailed the improvements to Hindmarsh Stadium. These improvements will benefit ALL 
Federation Clubs and supporters and gives Soccer a Home of which it can be justifiably proud. Our sincere thanks to the 
Department of Sport and Recreation and in particular Project Manager lan Trestrail for their support ofoursubmissionto the South 
Australian Government. 


After some lengthy negotiations, Soccer in South Australia won its live radio show each Saturday morning at 8.30, on Radio 
5RPH. This program has grown in popularity and is certainly a great vehicle for the promotion of the game. 


Negotiation of the establishment of South Australia Soccer Federation Insurance Services, offering a wide range of insurance 
products are now complete. The benefits to be derived from the licensing of S.A.S.F.1.S. will have many benefits to the federation, 
its clubs and the Soccer public. 


The Chairman has already acknowledged the efforts of the State Team. With the introduction of a Summer National League 
Competition, the establishment of a State Team fills the void between State League and National League competitions, and if 
promoted properly, the State Team will play a high profile in Soccer in this state. 


The Soccer program in 1992 has been streamlined so as to clearly define the Soccer State Season being from January to August 
each year. During this time we have also we have also incorporated Cup Matches and insured that we do not overlap with the 
National Soccer League Season. 


The Board of Commissioners are meeting each week, one week to discuss normal Federation business and the other as a 
planning meeting to develop a long , mid and short term business plan addressing all areas of Soccer in South Australia. 


The definition of the word Club or Association in the Dictionary is: "A group of people coming together for a common cause." 
This certainly applies to us all as we come together to strengthen our game through being competitive but unified in our cause.

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CHAIRMANS REPORT 


On behalf of the Board of Commissioners of the South Australian Soccer Federation, it gives me great pleasure to welcome 
you all to season 1992. 

The introduction of several new initiatives in season 1992 has seen the game take a completely new direction at 
State level, it is and always has been our aim to lift the standard and image of our game in an effort attract more quality 
players and thus lift the overall standard. This then goes hand in hand with increasing public interest and encouraging 
greater crowd attendance during the Winter competition. 

It certainly will be a different format this year with the introduction of the Coca-Cola Youth League, the fact that our 
National League Clubs Adelaide City and West Adelaide will not be participating in the State League Competition for the first 
time and the introduction of a Top Five series to determine the League Champions all goes to creating an interesting, viable 
and even competition. 

‘ Already from the first few rounds of the competition it can be seen that the fight for the top five places will be 
ierce. 

Clubs at the March Council of Clubs meeting resolved that TWO clubs would be promoted to the First Division, 
the team finishing on top at the end of the minor rounds and the eventual winner of the TOP FIVE payoff. 

The Redevelopment of the facilities at Hindmarsh Stadium are certainly one of many highlights of the year. 

Stage one of the redevelopment was completed in February with the "switching on" of the new lighting towers. 
The lighting provides for three phases-Training, Playing and Television. 

Stage two has recently been completed which sees the change rooms being upgraded, providing a new medical 
room, and drug Testing room. The players race has been modified and the Grandstand facilities receiving a huge face-lift, 
which gives Soccer facilities which have been sadly lacking. 

Stage three commences in July. During this stage the public catering facilities will be given a face-lift and 3000 
seats will be placed on the eastern end terraces for public use. 

This then will bring the Stadium up to World Class standard. No doubt it will be the BEST Soccer Stadium in 
AUSTRALIA - offering the BEST facilities and the BEST playing surface. 

No doubt, the redevelopment has been promoted by the World Youth Championships being scheduled for 
Australia in March of 1993. This upgrading guarantees that Adelaide will host a section of this prestigious World event. 

The admission of West Adelaide to the National Soccer League is also a great boost for Soccer in South 
Australia. It now gives the Adelaide public one match per week during the summer at Hindmarsh Stadium. Both Adelaide 
City and West Adelaide have been most co-operative with their negotiations for the use of the Stadium which will totally 
minimize the costs to federation Clubs and at the same time give these Clubs our National Soccer League Clubs facilities 
that are second to none in the National Soccer League. It is most important that both Clubs are competitive both on and off 
the field. 

During last year the General Manager and | visited many Clubs to discuss the problems Clubs were experiencing 
and to gauge a reaction of where Clubs believed the game was headed. The board spent much time discussing the results 
of these discussions and the end result was the historic Seminar/Council of Clubs meeting which was held on 9th November 
last year. 


At the Annual General Meeting, Clubs elected a Commission to control Soccer in this State. This is a bold move, 
but most important to the future of the game as those elected have been entrusted to ensure that the game flourishes at all 
levels. 

The establishment of the Coca-Cola Youth League is another major initiative Clubs have responded to. The Youth 
League will rationalize the number of quality players and to ensure that Clubs continue to produce top players for the future 
of the game. 

The Top Five Series to determine the League Champion at the end of the Season, although not tradition in 
Soccer, is a way of life in this Country. This will surely add interest to the competition until the final home and away round of 
matches and with the proper promotion will attract crowds for the finals matches in both divisions at Hindmarsh Stadium. If 
anyone doubts the acceptances of these games at National League level. 

Our State Team, under direction of Coach Martyn Crook, has been quite active through its participation in the 
Fairmont Distinctive Cup Series, the Inter State match against Victoria in Mount Gambier, and taking on the Olympic squad 
in January. Congratulations are in order to the Team in the form that they have displayed, drawing with Victoria putting on a 
creditable performance against the Olympic team and eventually defeating Adelaide City in the Final on the Fairmont 
Distinctive Cup Competition.

REPORT 


Adelaide City and West Adelaide - Adelaide giants City and West faced a roller coaster 
year in the Coca-Cola Soccer League. 

Both, though, probably were happy with their final minor round destinations. 

City, as widely predicted, successfully negotiated a path to the final series. 

And West, despite having players virtually playing non stop soccer for two years, gathered 
in the club’s biggest national league points tally in 10 years. 

President Charlie Zollo took over the reins from SA Soccer Federation chief Charlie Caruso 
as president at City pre-season but coach Zoran Matic again was at the helm to steer on field 
operations. 

lhe astute prompting from his assistant John Perin again provided a boon for the boss. 
Zoran Matic, a midfielder who had caught the club’s eye previously with St George, was 
brought to the club which had been cruelly hit by the loss of dynamic Socceroo Aurelio 
Vidmar to Belgian club soccer. 

Ratko Ninkovic was another import. But he came from Yugoslavia and returned virtually 
unused by City after the briefest, if not calmest, of interludes. 

City has been stung the previous season by injury to Socceroo Ernie Tapai but he had 
regained fitness to be another City boost. 

The class of the squad was highlighted in the season with Robert Zabica, Alex Tobin, Tony 
Vidmar, Milan lvanovic, Ernie Tapai, Steve Maxwell and Carl Veart gaining representative 
honours for Australia. 

Kids Jamie Perin and John Aloisi were picked on scholarship to the AIS in Canberra and 
Perin later toured Europe with the Young Socceroos. 

The Zebras pounded along like gazelles for 12 unbeaten weeks in the heralded national 
league which had gained multi-million dollar sponsorship from soft drinks giant Coca-Cola. 
Then bottom side Preston stopped them in their tracks in Melbourne. 

City players confessed they had not played all that well though unbeaten in the early run. 
But the wheels fell off for a while after the Preston loss. 

Confidence tipped and performance fell accordingly. The club also was hit by a horrific run 
of serious injuries. 

Paul Shillabeer, Robert Csoboth, Carl Veart and Sergio Melta all had surgery but other 
members of the seasoned City squad also fell temporarily by the wayside. 

The form of some others was alarming but the character and grit of the side; the introduction 
of such youngsters as Ross Aloisi, Carlo Talladira and Joe Barbaro; patience and 
preseverence from coaching and management and support from the crowd saw City 
weather more than a month of dismal soccer. 

Despite playing poorly, City kept in step with the top teams on the ladder and a late season 
rally saw them move in as agenuine title candidates. They also had the chance of the double 
by fighting through adversity to a NSL Cup final meeting with old foe, but sister club, Marconi. 
West’s campaign was not as grand - but no less glorious. 

It started in tatters. 

As Foundation SA League champion, the Sharks, as West had become known, successfully 
satisfied entry criteria for the new national set-up. 

A strong administration and management team was in place and respected Argentinian Vic 
Fernandez was appointed as coach of the returning national league club. 

But an ill-fated recruiting trip to South America brought an end his brief spell in charge. 
Former player Nick Pantsaras had been assistant coach to former West boss, ex-Scottish 
professional Alby Kidd. 
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The quietly spoken, affable young man was asked to shoulder the responsibility to leading 
West as the youngest rookie coach in the competition. 

He handled the awesome task mantfully. 

Money for recruiting was not abundant and the purchase of Ted Briscoe, Robbie Slager, 
Brenton Hiern and Peter Blazincic proved big pluses to the strong State-based squad 
Pantsaras inherited. 

Mark Brazzale also blossomed, especially later in the season when he assumed major 
responsibility in midfield with the axing Adrian Santrac. Brazzale went on to gain a run with 
the Olyroos in Adelaide against the state team. 

Claudio Canosa, an extraordinary Argentinian who had been playing in NSW soccer, was 
drafted in and Uruguayan striker Mario Perucho was the only major overseas recruit. 
The Sharks did not find the Midas-touch there. 

Canosa’s playing ability rarely let him down but he was to fall foul of referees and miss some 
crucial games through suspension. 

Perucho never hit his straps. He looked overweight and underdone and never seemed to 
possess the skill to make an impact at this level. 

His failure, though, opened the door for golden by Paul Agostino. 

The 16 year old marksman had joined the club from Salisbury and made his name by scoring 
a hat trick for the Joeys in their opening match of last year’s world championship in Italy. 
He went on to gain selection in the MasterCard All-star Xl and he took to the national league 
like a duck to water. 

The local highlight of his career probable came with his golden goal which gave West a 1- 
0 victory against old rival Adelaide City for the first time in six years. 

Agostino at the close of the season was on tour with the Young Socceroos in the 
Netherlands and held talks over as potentially rich playing career in Europe. 

Frank Tibaldi late in the season drafted in Style and looks a budding player of top caliber. 
Results fluctuated for West in a year of very even competition. 

The Sharks beat all of the top sides except South Melbourne but also slipped up on 
occasions when they should have done better. 

The club, perhaps easing up in concentration and commitment slumped after the ‘grand 
final’ win against City, but Pantsartsa, to his credit, was able to get his troops to rally for the 
run-in to the year. 

The 1991-92 season produced see-saw fortunes. Fans had times to forget but also 
moments to remember.
